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FIRST U. LOWELL GRADUATES OF VENEZUELAN PROGRAM 


LOWELL, MASS. - The first graduating class of a University of 
Lowell Management Science program in Venezuela received Master's 
degrees at ceremonies in Lowell on October 19. 

According to Dean Daniel E. Diamond of U. Lowell's College of 
Management Science, this first international degree program at the 
University “reflects the increasing importance of the international 
business sector as well as the cosmopolitan nature of the University 
of Lowell." 

The nine graduates, all business professionals in Venezuela, are 
among 16 students who have participated in this program on a con- 
tinuing education basis since its inception in the summer of 1978. 
Courses are given in Caracas at the Central University of Venezuela 
by Lowell faculty members. 

Dean Diamond presided at the graduation attended by U. Lowell 
President, Dr. John B. Duff, Joseph Serio, Chairman of the University 
Board of Trustees, and other officials. 

A special Certificate of Appreciation was awarded to Mr. Nadim 
Dao, president of the leading management education and training 
center in Venezuela, who was instrumental in developing the inter- 
national program along with Stuart L. Mandell, Commonwealth Professor 
at the University of Lowell 
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
